The drawings have been accepted by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. No proper antecedent is found in line 2 for "said first surface". 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 3, 6, 9, 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Nielsen et al. (Pat. No. 5,791,608). 

The patent to Nielsen et al. shows a holder comprising a wrap having hook and loop 
fasteners (18a, 18b) and a magnetic means (22) self cover to prevent damages to metal 
finishes. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2, 4, 7, 8, 1 1 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Nielsen et al. 

The strength of the magnet used in the device, the material from which the same is being 
made of, its dimension and use of decoration all are seen as obvious matter of 
engineering choice having no patentable significance. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Goodall, Jr. (5, 104,076), McFarland (4,678, 154), 
Orestano (4,878,585), Brocco, Jr. (5,738,080), Slonim (6,145,715) and 
Rodriguez (6,3 18,689) show holder devices comprising a wrap element.
